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POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  FOR  1970 

Over  the  years,  I  have  been  able  to  keep  in  contact  with  you,  the 
citizens  of  Litchfield,  but  with  the  rapid  growth  there  are  a  number  of 
you  that  I  have  not  met.  I  believe  that,  knowing  you,  we  can  do  a 
better  job  as  Police  Officers.  Thirty  two  years  ago,  the  Town  population 
was  under  three  hundred  and  now  we  are  over  seventeen  hundred 
people.  Today,  no  Town  is  isolated;  we  are  a  Nation  on  wheels. 
Problems  once  confined  to  large  Towns  are  everywhere.  This  is  a  time  of 
radical  changes  and  unrest,  a  time  of  bitterness  and  disregard  of  personal 
rights.  Some  time  it  seems  that  the  laws  protect  the  criminal  instead  of 
the  law  abiding  citizen.  Recent  court  decisions  are  hard  to  comprehend. 

The  past  year  has  seen  several  burglaries  and  a  number  of  larceny 
cases.  I  am  glad  to  report  that  a  large  number  of  items  were  recovered. 
These  items  range  from  an  expensive  antique  ring  to  a  motor  cycle 
helmet.  In  one  burglary,  eleven  guns  were  taken.  These  were  recovered 
but  the  owner  is  deprived  of  their  use  until  Court  procedures  are  over. 
Please  remember,  we  have  to  have  serial  numbers  and  make  to  list  items 
on  the  N.C.I.C.  network. 

Several  cars  were  stolen,  and  in  one  case  the  car  was  locked,  and 
in  the  yard,  close  to  the  house.  Another  car  was  recovered,  hidden 
several  miles  in  dense  woods,  securely  locked.  This  was  a  car  with  only 
2000  miles  on  the  speedometer.  We  were  able  to  prosecute  one  case  of 
operating  without  the  owner's  consent.  We  were  also  able  to  locate  one 
car  before  the  owner  realized  it  was  gone. 

In  regard  to  Juveniles,  you  will  notice  that  there  were  32  calls 
Usted.  Most  of  these  were  minor  and  were  disposed  of  by  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  parents.  Only  three  cases  went  before  juvenile  court.  I  feel 
that  if  we  can  effectively  solve  the  problem  with  parental  cooperation,  it 
is  the  best  solution.  In  a  serious  offense,  of  course,  this  is  not  possible. 

Our  drug  problem  is  still  minor.  Several  drug  lectures  have  been 
held  in  Litchfield,  and  in  our  schools  where  our  boys  and  girls  are 
attending.  It  requires  vigilance  on  our  part,  as  well  as  with  the  parents 
to  keep  it  under  control.  It  only  takes  one  experiment  with  drugs  to 
possibly  Uve  a  lifetime  with  regret.  I  have  been  into  the  Litchfield 
School  on  several  occasions  and  I  know  we  have  a  great  group  of  boys 
and  girls  growing  up  in  Town. 
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Our  dog  problem  has  increased.  With  more  people,  we  have  more 
dogs.  Forty-one  complaints  were  handled  this  past  year.  We  now  have  a 
dog  officer.  Constable  Richard  Reilly  now  handles  all  dog  problems. 
This  past  year,  two  small  dogs  were  killed  by  other  dogs.  Owning  a  dog 
can  be  a  lot  of  fun  and  a  delightful  experience,  but  it  can  also  be  costly 
and  bring  bitterness  into  the  neighborhood.  Remember,  keep  your  dog 
under  control  as  you  would  like  your  neighbor  to  do.  I  believe  this 
cooperation  would  lead  to  less  complaints.  Stray  animals  that  have  been 
dropped  in  town  should  be  reported  to  the  Dog  Officer  immediately,  as 
well  as  dog  bite  cases.  Dog  bite  cases  should  also  be  reported  to  the 

Health  Officer. 

« 

The  cruiser  that  you  voted  for  last  year  at  Town  Meeting,  was 
received  the  last  of  May.  It  has  proved  a  big  asset.  It  is  equipped' with 
the  resusitator,  flares,  blanket,  stretcher  and  other  emergency  equip- 
ment. 

Several  times  we  have  transported  people  to  and  from  the 
hospitals  in  Nashua  and  Manchester.  To  the  new  citizens  in  Town,  we 
wish  to  inform  you  that  you  are  entitled  to  ambulance  service  in  either 
of  these  cities  if  the  need  arises.  If  you  have  questions  regarding  your 
Police  Department,  feel  free  to  call  us.  We  are  listed  on  the  inside  front 
cover  of  your  telephone  directory.  Please  remember  we  are  still  part 
time.  This  past  year  I  have  been  free  to  spend  time  in  the  morning  and 
afternoon  traffic  rush  period,  and  the  accident  rate  has  been  lowered 
considerably.  Fortunately  we  went  through  1970  without  a  fatal 
accident.  Every  year  brings  more  use  of  our  highways  and  we  trust  that 
the  state  will  improve  our  main  road  Rte.  3A  in  the  near  future. 

Except  in  one  or  two  instances  we  have  received  splendid  coopera- 
tion in  investigation  work  this  past  year.  Several  persons  have  come 
forward  with  important  information,  enabling  us  to  clear  up  cases.  Over 
the  years  we  have  had  our  share  of  serious  crimes.  We  have  worked  with 
all  departments  and  have  been  ably  assisted  by  them,  and  it  has  been 
surprising  how  many  times  we  have  been  able  to  help  other  depart- 
ments. This  past  year  saw  three  convictions  in  a  arson  case  which  took 
place  in  1969.  Court  loads  are  heavy  at  aU  levels  and  proceedings  can  be 
very  lengthy. 
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We  are  hoping  to  establish  an  answering  service  this  year.  As  a  part 
time  department  there  are  many  hours  when  the  poHce  phone  is  not 
covered.  With  this  service,  routine  calls  will  be  held,  but  emergency  calls 
can  be  channeled  so  that  aid  can  be  obtained. 


When  calling  for  assistance,  please  give  your  name  and  location. 
With  the  added  streets  and  apartments,  this  is  very  important.  I  believe 
that  the  main  intersections  should  be  lighted,  and  all  roads  plainly 
marked. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  of  you  who  have  assisted  us 
this  past  year.

Plans  for  1971  include  more  training  in  the  various  phases  of 
police  work  and  lectures  covering  a  wide  variety  of  subjects;  foremost  of 
which  are  fingerprinting  and  public  relations. 

I  would  like  to  sincerely  thank  the  men  for  the  hours  that  they 
have  donated  this  past  year  and  for  the  interest  that  they  have  shown.  It 
is  good  for  Litchfield  to  have  men  available  in  time  of  need  who  are 
experienced  and  trained.

During  the  year  of  1970  the  Litchfield  Fire  Department  wishes  to 
thank  all  the  citizens  of  Litchfield  for  their  cooperation  in  helping  us  in 
preventing  fires  in  your  homes  and  also  our  valuable  woodlands  and 
hoping  each  and  everyone  will  keep  up  the  good  work  in  1971. 

As  you  know  the  Litchfield  Fire  Department  was  organized  in 
1947  which  at  that  time  I  joined  the  Fire  Department  as  a  fireman  and 
worked  my  way  up  through  to  Deputy,  Assistant  Chief,  and  now  have 
been  Fire  Chief  for  the  past  5  years. 

In  1947  we  started  with  one  homemade  Fire  Truck,  since  then  we 
have  gotten  four  pieces  of  equipment  to  the  value  of  $30,000  and  a  new 
Fire  Station  to  house  our  equipment,  in  which  the  Fire  Department 
built  70  per  cent  of  the  building  with  their  own  money  they  raised  with 
many  hours  of  hard  work. 

I  have  enjoyed  every  minute  of  being  a  Public  Servant  to  the  town 
for  the  past  22  years  and  it  was  only  up  to  a  couple  of  years  ago  that 
we  have  had  100  per  cent  support  from  our  Town  Fathers  in  having 
harmony  in  supporting  us.  At  one  time  we  had  Town  Officials  with 
round  shoulders  so  the  chips  would  fall  off,  but  it  seems  now  we  have 
some  officials  with  square  shoulders  and  a  large  axe  to  grind.  So  I  am 
wishing  your  next  Fire  Chief  all  the  best  and  again  I  thank  all  the 
Litchfield  Citizens  for  their  support  through  the  years.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

The  fire  season  of  1970  was  not  a  quiet  one  in  this  area,  on  the 
contrary,  it  was  a  very  busy  time  with  some  towns  reporting  a  greater 
number  of  fires  than  in  past  years.  This  record  is  not  good. 

Both  state  and  towns  are  striving  to  meet  this  challenge.  Results 
show  that  we  are  not  doing  enough,  we  must  do  more  in  the  matter  of 
fire  prevention  education,  a  more  active  inspection  program  and  a  more 
prompt,  complete  investigation  of  fires  where  definite  cause  is  not 
known  with  court  action  where  the  need  is  indicated. 

We  must  insist  that  minor  children  are  given  needed  supervision, 
this  is  a  parent's  responsibility. 

Your  Warden  and  District  Chief  stand  ready  to  help  in  this  work. 

Our  gratitude  to  all  who  have  helped  in  forest  fire  prevention  and 
suppression  this  past  year  and  we  look  forward  to  this  continued  help  in 
our  effort  to  improve  our  good  prompt  detection  system  and  fast 
suppression  action.  This,  coupled  with  a  good  prevention  program,  will 
improve  our  fire  record. 

Follow  these  simple  suggestions  to  help: 

Set  a  good  example  for  others  by  observing  fire  permit  laws  and 
regulations;  take  your  debris  and  waste  to  the  town  dump;  keep  matches 
away  from  children  and  be  sure  your  smoking  material  is  dead  out  when 
discarded.

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LITCHFIELD  CONSERVATION  AND 
RECREATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

Your  Conservation  and  Recreation  Commission  has  some  successes 
and  some  frustrations  to  report. 

The  biggest  frustration  was  the  inability  to  get  through  the  "red 
tape"  that  is  required  to  get  started  with  the  Corning  Road  recreation 
field.  The  town  did  receive  title  to  the  4  -  5  acre  parcel  of  land  and  the 
landowner  and  developer  did  slope  some  of  the  banks,  however  we  did 
not  receive  the  official  O.K.  from  the  State  to  go  ahead  with  the 
project.  Hoepfully  we  will  get  the  approval  and  complete  the  athletic 
field  this  coming  year. 

The  Commission  did  complete  a  survey  and  published  a  report  on 
what  the  townspeople  want  in  the  area  of  Conservation  and  recreation. 
The  Commission  received  many  favorable  comments  from  around  the 
State  on  this  report.  A  well  attended  public  meeting  was  held  to  discuss 
this  report  with  the  people. 

Some  repairs  were  made  at  the  Litchfield  Town  Park  —  this 
included  making  a  safe  approach  to  the  parking  lot  and  the  making  of  a 
ramp  from  the  parking  lot  to  the  bridge. 

The  Commission  did  purchase  a  used  addressograph  and 
mimeograph  and  plans  to  publish  a  newsletter  at  regular  intervals  this 
coming  year.  The  Newsletter  will  be  used  to  inform  townspeople  on 
what  is  going  on,  recreation  programs,  important  meetings  and  so  forth. 

The  Commission  feels  that  there  are  a  lot  of  problems  in  town 
that  need  attention.  The  town  should  consider  taking  options  on  land  or 
water  resources  now  while  they  are  still  available  for  future  needs.  A 
public  beach  site  on  the  Merrimack  River  will  be  a  must  for  boating  and 
swimming.  Some  of  the  small  ponds  should  be  considered  for  the  future 
water  supplies.  We  feel  that  the  town  should  establish  and  fund  a  Town 
Conservation  Fund  that  could  be  used  for  this  purpose. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  Selectmen  appoint  two  separate 
committees  to  be  concerned  with  the  Recreation  and  Conservation 
problems  in  town.  It  is  too  much  to  expect  that  one  committee  can  do 
the  job  that  is  needed  in  these  important  fields  in  a  fast  growing  town.

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ROAD  AGENT'S  REPORT  FOR  1970 

The  year  1970  was  a  year  of  general  road  maintanance  and  some 
improvements.  We  installed  two  dry  catch  basins  at  the  entrance  of 
Corning  Road,  with  the  hope  that  the  water  problem  there  will  be 
improved.  It  is  noticiable  that  one  of  the  major  problems  is  and  will 
continue  to  be  proper  drainage,  not  only  on  existing  town  roads  but  on 
roads  constructed  by  developers.  Due  to  the  vote  of  the  town  there  was 
no  new  construction  this  past  year. 

The  T  R  A  money  was  spent  on  paving  3/10  of  a  mile  on  east  end 
of  Pinecrest  Road.  This  leaves  us  with  only  three  familes  not  on  paved 
roads. 

For  the  year  1971,  I  would  like  to  have  money  available  for  a 
sealing  coat  of  asphalt  for  the  length  of  Page  Road.  I  also  recommend 
hghts  at  three  intersections,  namely;  Cutler  Road  and  Route  102,  Page 
Road  and  3A,  and  Corning  Road  and  Route  3A.  I  think  there  is  a  safety 
factor  involved  at  these  intersections.

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SELECTMAN'S  REPORT 

In  every  Town  Report  there  is  a  page  reserved  for  one  man's 
opinion  of  what  has  taken  place  during  his  Chairmanship  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  during  the  past  fiscal  year.  The  title  of  this  page  says 
"Selectman's  Report".  It  traditionally  is  a  clinical  diagram  of  the  year's 
events,  some  positive,  others  negative.  Emotion  plays  no  part  in  this 
report  because  a  Selectman  is  supposed  to  be  composed,  strict,  a  bit  of 
the  Almighty,  and,  lastly,  unemotional.  Well,  let's  break  tradition. 

Litchfield,  situated  between  two  of  the  largest  cities  in  New 
Hampshire,  is  experiencing  tremendous  growth.  Sub-divisions  are  being 
presented  to  our  Planning  Board  that  cut  thousands  of  acres  up  into  1 
acre  house  lots.  With  each  house  lot,  there  is  a  chance  for  a  problem, 
whether  it  be  a  home-owner's  sewerage  problem,  a  contractor's  refusal 
to  build  by  the  Building  Code,  or  a  problem  relating  to  the  present 
danger  that  suddenly  we  have  tremendous  sub-division,  adequately  built 
homes,  but  cannot  find  any  space  in  our  small  school  in  which  to 
educate  the  children  that  inevitably  arrive.  How  inportant  is  planning 
and  zoning?  Your  very  existence  here  in  this  town  hinges  on  a  successful 
complement  of  people  serving  on  these  Boards.  The  Planning  Board  has 
worked  hard  during  the  past  year.  They,  along  with  your  Board  of 
Selectmen,  have  made  mistakes.  Sure,  any  Committee  on  the  move  will. 
Court  cases  have  become  frequent.  Mistakes  made  in  past  years  are 
haunting  the  Town.  Through  these  inadvertent  errors  there  has  been  a 
stronger  unity  between  all  Committees  in  the  Town.  Better 
communication  has  been  estabHshed.  Zoning  cases  have  become 
frequent.  Changes  have  to  come.  Litchfield  abounds  in  its  corn  and 
squash  fields,  but  growth  of  a  different  nature  must  also  take  place.  A 
certain  order  must  be  estabHshed.  Who  is  the  connecting  link  between 
change  and  tradition,  building  and  zoning  and  the  keeper  of  the  Town's 
expenditures?  You  guessed  it  -  the  Selectman.  Choose  carefully  your 
next  man  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

In  1970  change  not  only  took  place  in  the  growth  of  construction, 
but  equally  as  important,  change  took  place  in  the  growth  of  this 
conservative-minded  Town's  attitude.  Students  of  ecology  took 
old-timers  aside  and  showed  them  new  ideas,  re-creation  of  old 
philosophies  and,  yes,  other  things.  Radical  change  perhaps,  needed 
change,  possible,  but  a  learning  process  change,  absolutely. 
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Other  departments  in  Town  breathed  new  life.  Sleep  came  easier 
for  the  Board  knowing  that  fire  engines  would  start,  that  people  could 
use  Town  buildings  as  meeting  places,  and  that  possibly  Litchfield  was 
on  the  verge  of  getting  something  for  its  tax  dollar. 

Tax  dollar  -  single  biggest  complaint  during  1970.  With  the 
reappraisal,  as  ordered  by  the  State  and  voted  upon  by  the 
Townspeople,  came  the  biggest  single  entry  of  all  events  during  1970. 
The  valuation  of  the  Town  immediately  jumped  three  million.  Many 
re-evaluations  have  very  directly  affected  the  lives  of  large,  as  well  as 
small,  land-owners.  New  assessments  were  necessary.  Fairness  to  many 
sometimes  hurts  a  few.  The  assessing  was  capably  handled  by  the  State 
Tax  Commission  and  reduced  our  tax  rate  to  $28.80.  For  the  $28.80,  a 
decreased  tax  rate,  it  entitles  each  and  every  home-owner  to  no  city 
water,  no  city  sewer,  a  defunct  Little  League,  no  town  sponsored 
mbbish  pick-up,  a  volunteer  fire  department,  and  a  severely  under-sized 
school  without  a  gym  or  assembly  hall.  -  No  complaints.  -  We're  on  the 
brink  of  seeing  sweeping  changes  in  the  very  near  future  come  into 
being.  The  old  adage  of  "you  only  get  what  you  pay  for"  has  never 
become  more  positive.  Police  protection  has  become  a  necessity.  A 
budget  is  necessary  in  the  vicinity  of  6  or  7  thousand  dollars  to  give  this 
to  you.  Expenditures  totaling  $20,000  are  necessary  to  give  you  a 
planned  community  in  zoning. 

A  little  propaganda  now  coming  up.  Support  your  Selectman's 
request  for  a  fair  salary  for  the  many  varied  responsibilities  that  he  must 
undertake.  The  prestige  of  the  job  is  great,  but  a  Httle  compensation 
never  hurts. 

It  has  been  these  years  of  experience  and  personal  growth  for 
myself  that  I  wouldn't  ever  want  to  miss,  but  honestly  the  coming 
March  looks  very  appealing.  Select  a  new  member  with  the  inevitable 
change  to  come  in  mind.

DUMP  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

A  dump,  a  place  needed  for  disposal  of  all  of  man's  extemal 
waste,  has  been  a  subject  of  discussion  ever  since  Adam  met  Eve  and 
had  to  throw  away  the  apple  core.  Up  through  the  century  of  man's 
existence,  he  has  had  wastes  and  has  had  to  decide  where  and  how  to 
dispose  of  them.  Now,  at  present,  the  Federal  Government  has  entered 
the  refuse  and  pollution  problem  emphatically  stating  that  there  shall  be 
no  further  open  burning  of  refuse,  and  that  the  towns  and  cities  all  over 
the  nation  must  provide  some  other  way  in  which  to  dispose  of  rubbish 
and  refuse. 

Litchfield,  being  in  a  population  category  of  under  2500,  must 
comply  to  the  new  regulations  before  1975.  As  in  the  case  so  often  in 
small  communities,  a  goal  is  set  for  change  and  nothing  is  done  to 
provide  for  the  necessary  change  until  the  target  date  is  upon  them.  Not 
so  in  Litchfield. 

It  is  agreed  by  the  Dump  Study  Committee  that  the  number  one 
priority  would  be  the  purchase  of  town  owned  land  before  any  thought 
could  be  or  should  be  given  to  how  we  get  the  refuse  to  it.  True,  (1)  it 
is  important  that  we  discuss  the  feasibility  of  operating  our  own  land  fill 
operation  in  the  future,  (2)  that  we  may  contract  with  other  companies 
for  the  transporting  of  the  refuse  to  a  site,  (3)  that  other  large  cities 
may  succeed  in  taking  care  of  their  major  waste  pollution  problem  and, 
therefore,  may  welcome  us  in  on  a  fee  basis,  or  (4)  that  we  can  relax 
and  not  do  anything  at  all  and  everything  will  fall  into  place  providing 
we're  still  around  in  the  year  1975. 

The  Dump  Study  Committee,  during  1970  and  early  1971,  has 
taken  the  following  positive  attitude  to  this  very  serious  problem. 

A.  It  is  never  too  early  to  proceed  with  and  to  have  a  continuing 
study  made  by  a  Dump  Study  Committee,  the  culminating  of  all 
gathered  subject  matter  and  recommendations  to  be  availabe  by  the 
1973  Town  Meeting. 

B.  That  naturally  to  succeed  with  the  above,  the  present 
committee  be  appointed  each  succeeding  year  in  order  to  give  a  full  and 
well-rounded  recommendation  to  the  Town  on  experiences  gained  by 
working  together. 

C.  That  further  contacts  be  made  on  a  continuing  basis  with 
individual  refuse  companies,  other  cities  and  towns  as  to  their  solution 
of  waste  disposal,  and  the  thorough  search  for  the  best  possible  tract  of 
land  in  which  to  locate  our  dump. 
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There  are  numerous  possibilities;  there  are  many  frustrations 
experienced  by  this  committee.  It  is  only  by  working  together  so  that 
the  community  may  benefit  from  the  knowledge  gained  by  these 
frustrations  and  experiences  of  the  Dump  Study  Committee  that 
Litchfield  may  well  be  the  leader  in  taking  care  of  its  responsibility  to 
her  inhabitants  as  well  as  to  the  ecology  of  the  nation  as  a  whole.

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  annual  examination  and 
audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  Litchfield  School  District  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  June  30,  1970,  which  was  made  by  this  Division  in  accordance  with 
the  vote  of  the  District.  Exhibits  as  hereafter  listed  are  included  as  part  of 
the  report. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  and 
records  of  the  School  Board  and  the  School  District  Treasurer, 

FINANCLVL  INFORMATION 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets:  (Exhibit  A-1) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  -  as  of  June  30,  1969  and  June  30,  1970 
are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-1.  As  indicated  therein,  the  Net  Debt  of  the 
District  decreased  by  $3,810.38,  from  $77,184.51  to  $73,374.13,  during 
the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1970. 

Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition:  (Exhibit  A-2) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of  the  School 
District  during  the  year  is  made  in  Exhibit  A-2,  with  the  factors  which 
caused  the  change  indicated  therein.  These  were  as  follows:

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures, 
estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1970  are 
presented  in  Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4.  As  indicated  by  the  Budget  Summary 
(Exhibit  A-4),  a  net  unexpended  balance  of  appropriations  of  $1,138.16, 
less  a  revenue  deficit  of  $34.80,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  surplus  of 
$4,103.36. 

Summary  Statement  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:  (Exhibit  B-1) 

A  summary  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  June  30,  1970,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the  uniform 
classification  of  accounts  is  included  in  B-1.  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's 
balance  -  as  of  June  30,  1970  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  B-2. 

Statement  of  School  Tax  Account:  (Exhibit  C) 

A  statement  of  the  School  Tax  account  with  the  Town  of  Litchfield 
is  presented  in  Exhibit  C.  As  indicated  therein,  at  June  30,  1970,  the 
School  District  has  received  from  the  Town  the  total  of  the  1969-70 
School  Tax  in  the  amount  of  $137,273.50. 

Statement  of  Long  Term  Indebtedness:  (Exhibit  D) 

A  statement  of  the  outstanding  long  term  indebtedness  of  the 
School  District  as  of  June  30,  1970,  showing  annual  debt  service 
requirements,  is  contained  in  Exhibit  D. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 

Current  Surplus: 

The  current  surplus  (excess  of  total  assets  over  current  Habilities) 
decreased  by  $6,736.29,  from  $10,922.15  to  $4,185.86,  during  the  fiscal 
year  ended  June  30,  1970,  as  shown  herewith:

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School  Milk  Program  Account  Records  Inadequate: 

Because  accounting  records  of  the  School  Milk  Program  were  not 
adequately  kept  during  the  fiscal  year  1969-70,  our  auditors  were  unable 
to  audit  the  account.  Furthermore,  it  was  found  that  control  of  cash 
receipts  was  not  maintained  in  a  manner  consistent  with  accepted  business 
practices,  inasmuch  as  several  persons  had  access  to  the  cash  drawer  and 
reconciliation  of  monies  derived  from  milk  sales  and  bank  deposits  were 
not  made  at  any  time  during  the  year. 

District  personnel  concerned  with  the  operation  and  administration 
of  the  Milk  Program  were  advised  as  to  the  records  prescribed  by  the  State 
Department  of  Education  in  connection  with  School  Milk  Program 
accounts.  Adoption  of  the  required  accounting  records  and  the 
implementation  of  business  procedures  and  practices  recommended  by  the 
auditors  should  correct  the  deficiences  noted  hereinbefore. 

Note,  Bond  &  Coupon  Register: 

To  comply  with  the  provisions  of  R.S.A.  33:12,  the  School  District 
treasurer  should  procure  and  maintain  a  Note,  Bond  and  Coupon  Register, 
as  prescribed  by  the  State  Tax  Commission.  This  Division  is  required  to 
inspect  the  aforesaid  register  whenever  it  audits  the  accounts  of  the 
District. 

Conclusion: 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  184  of  the  Laws  of  1955,  require  that  the 
auditors'  summary  of  findings  and  recommendations  (letter  of  transmittal) 
shall  be  pubUshed  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the  School  District. 
Pubhcation  of  the  exhibits  contained  in  this  report  is  optional,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  School  Board. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Litchfield  School 
District  and  the  office  staff  for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the 
audit.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Litchfield: 

The  last  Annual  School  District  Meeting  voted  to  create  an 
Authorized  Regional  Enrollment  Area  Planning  Committee  and  a  plan- 
ning and  building  committee.  Since  last  March  the  AREA  Committee 
has  spent  endless  hours  investigating  the  alternatives  that  are  available  to 
Litchfield  from  neighboring  school  districts.  At  the  same  time  the 
planning  and  building  committee  has  worked  towards  presenting  alter- 
natives to  the  voters.  All  groups  have  demonstrated  interest,  diligence 
and  cooperation  in  their  endeavors.  The  district  should  respond  to  their 
reports  and  recommendations  in  kind. 

In  October,  1970,  the  State  Board  of  Education  voted  to  reorgan- 
ize Supervisory  Union  No.  27  as  it  is  now  constituted.  Effective  July  1, 
1971,  Bedford  and  Merrimack  will  be  replaced  by  Windham  and  join 
Hudson,  Litchfield,  and  Pelham  in  Supervisory  Union  No.  27.  This  will 
provide  a  smaller  administrative  unit  and  although  it  will  provide  more 
costly  to  Litchfield  it  will  render  more  services  to  the  students  and 
instructional  staff. 

In  conclusion  I  recognize  the  endless  hours  of  work  and  study  by 
the  appointed  committees  and  acknowledge  the  continued  efforts  of  the 
school  board  and  the  instructional  staff  to  constantly  improve  the 
educational  climate  for  our  children.

Dear  Mr.  Leavitt: 

The  following  report  has  been  submitted  in  order  to  discuss  in 
some  detail  the  various  curriculum  aspects  and  related  aspects  which  I 
have  focused  my  attention  upon  as  Assistant  Supt.  of  Schools  for  the 
Litchfield  School  District. 

If  1970  can  be  used  as  a  yardstick  to  judge  the  decade  ahead  one 
would  have  to  conclude  that  education  is  indeed  going  to  be  a  topic  of 
constant  discussion.  With  the  rising  cost  of  education  the  trend  is 
toward  looking  for  new  methods  of  financing  education.  Fortunately 
this  is  but  one  avenue  we  have  available  to  us  in  examining  and 
compensating  for  this  spiralling  cost.  Unfortunately  often  this  is  the 
only  option  examined.  I  suggest  that  indeed  other  options  are  available 
which  we  indeed  should  and  are  investigating,  toward  a  more  efficient 
more  effective  educational  program. 

Such  a  topic  which  was  viewed  in  the  light  of  a  more  effective  and 
efficient  program  was  the  year-round  school  plan.  Much  researching, 
reporting  and  discussing  has  taken  place  relative  to  this  plan.  Some  have 
viewed  this  approach  to  school  utilization  with  favor,  others  with 
disfavor.  Yet  this  plan  remains  as  one  method  of  efficiency  in  school 
plant  utilization. 

A  great  deal  of  emphasis  has  been  placed  upon  curriculum  during 
the  past  year  particularly  in  terms  of  investigation,  evaluation  and 
delineation. 

Presently  Litchfield  School  District  is,  with  the  cooperation  and 
assistance  of  other  staff  members  of  the  other  Districts  of  S.U.  No.  27, 
investigating  the  following  curriculum  areas  —  reading,  science  and  social 
studies.  The  Reading  Curriculum  Study  Committee  was  instituted  during 
this  year  —  Their  tasks  have  been  many  but  most  importantly  that  of 
developing  a  reading  curriculum  and  related  aspects  which  will  enhance 
the  reading  programs  of  each  individual  district.  Hopefully,  the  resulting 
study  will  reveal  a  program  whereby  language  arts  will  be  the  focal  point 
of  all  curriculum  areas,  a  program  whereby  youngsters  needs  as  well  as 
their  progress  can  be  realized. 
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Several  parent  teacher  conferences  have  been  held  throughout  the 
school  year.  Many  parents  have  visited  the  school  during  these  desig- 
nated days  and  have  talked  to  teachers.  Hopefully,  a  communications 
link  between  the  home  and  the  school  has  been  formed  which  is  much 
more  effective  than  the  traditional  report  card  system.  Certainly  we  feel 
the  parent  teacher  type  conference  have  indeed  fostered  an  individ- 
ualized approach  toward  the  evaluation  of  each  youngster. 

This  year  marks  the  second  year  of  operation  of  both  the  S.U.  No. 
27  Science  and  Social  Studies  Curriculum  Committees.  Many  valuable 
and  helpful  suggestions  and  information  have  come  forth  from  these 
committees.  To  date  each  committee  is  presently  investigating  the 
effectiveness  of  the  multiplicity  of  materials  available  within  these 
curriculum  areas.  Hopefully  in  the  not  too  distant  future  a  final  report 
will  be  forth  coming  from  these  groups. 

As  mentioned  in  last  year's  reports  Litchfield  School  District  has  a 
number  of  obvious  needs  relative  to  New  Hampshire  Elementary  School 
minimum  standards. 

Many  of  these  obvious  needs  have  been  recognized  and  are  in  the 
process  of  being  eliminated,  thus  plans  call  for  personnel  staffing  in  the 
areas  of  art  and  music  instruction.  Needs  still  exist  in  the  areas  of 
physical  education  staffing,  library  services  and  facilities.  In  terms  of 
special  classroom  instruction  the  Litchfield  School  District  is  in  a  very 
favorable  position  by  the  planned  addition  of  a  full  time  special 
classroom  for  the  instruction  of  youngsters  with  specific  learning 
disabilities.  To  date  this  classroom  has  been  operating  on  a  part  time 
basis  and  successfully  so  far  this  the  first  year  of  existence. 

In  addition  to  the  above  a  great  deal  of  time  has  been  spent  on 
curriculum  organization,  planning,  evaluation  and  etc.  as  stimulated  by 
the  above  mentioned  standards. 

As  mentioned  last  year,  and  as  I  will  mention  again  this  year,  the 
importance  of  providing  kindergarten  and  pre-school  educational  offer- 
ings. To  date  the  Litchfield  School  Board  has  not  been  able  to  provide 
these  services  due  to  increased  enrollments  and  rising  school  costs. 
Unfortunately,  I  feel  we  are  wasting  important  years  of  a  child's  life  — 
his  most  formative  years  —  the  years  which  indeed  a  preschool  and 
kindergarten  program  could  add  much.  Once  again  it  becomes  difficult 
to  describe  just  what,  the  above  type  program  can  do  for  a  youngster 
and  how  it  affects  his  development  —  actually  the  only  way  to  describe 
this  is  to  have  a  youngster  of  your  own  attend  such  a  program  or  take 
the  time  to  visit  such  a  program  in  action.  Then  I  am  sure  you  will 
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agree  with  me  that  indeed  a  need  exists. 

During  this  academic  year  a  group  of  administrators  of  S.U.  No. 
27  were  appointed  and  charged  with  developing  suggestions  and  rec- 
ommendations relative  to  the  use  of  education  television.  The  committee 
found  indeed  many  important  uses  for  educational  television  toward  the 
improvement  of  the  various  educational  programs.  Educational  uses  and 
necessary  materials  and  equipments  were  noted  in  a  report  now  com- 
plete and  forwarded  to  each  School  Board  of  S.U.  No.  27. 

Many  other  groups,  studies,  programs  and  events  have  taken  place 
during  this  past  school  year  including;  federal  library  grant  programs, 
programs  for  the  educationally  deprived  youngsters,  educational  testing, 
studies  relative  to  educational  philosophy  and  objectives,  the  develop- 
ment of  a  continuous  progress  program,  etc. 

Finally  I  would  like  to  note  the  importance  of  the  home  to  the 
total  educational  program  and  growth  of  each  youngster.  The  home  and 
school  should  indeed  be  partners  in  the  education  of  each  youngster. 
Understandably  in  our  hectic  society,  many  parents  are  unable  to 
participate  and/or  become  involved  with  school  activities.  Yet,  all 
parents  can  indeed  take  the  time  each  day  to  sit  down  with  their 
youngster  and  discuss  that  particular  day  at  school.  Thus  if  you  appear 
to  be  interested  in  your  youngster's  individual  school  day,  I  would  guess 
each  school  day  would  be  more  enjoyable  to  your  youngster. 

The  challenge  is  to  both  you  and  me  —  the  challenge  to  provide 
not  only  a  more  efficient  and  effective  educational  program  but  a 
program  that  will  prepare  a  youngster  for  the  years  that  lie  ahead  of 
him  —  and  also  an  educational  program  which  each  youngster  will  enjoy 
and  want  to  be  a  part.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 

The  following  report  has  been  submitted  to  bring  out  some  of  the 
changes  that  have  been  made  and  also  those  changes  that  are  upcoming 
for  the  71-72  school  year. 

The  greatest  stride  was  made  in  the  area  of  special  education.  We 
now  have  a  half-day  program  with  a  special  teacher  who  is  working  on 
an  individualized  program  approach  with  a  group  of  eight  students 
ranging  from  grades  two  to  seven.  The  program  will  be  expanded  next 
year  on  a  full  time  basis  which  will  enable  us  to  broaden  the  program  in 
both  number  of  students  and  curriculum. 

Another  significant  change  this  year  was  the  inclusion  of  grades 
five  and  six  into  our  junior  high  departmentalized  program.  As  a  result, 
teachers  with  specialities  are  now  also  teaching  in  their  grades,  as  well  as 
in  the  junior  high  program. 

Due  to  a  shortage  of  rooms  for  the  1971  -  1972  year,  we  will 
change  the  present  self-contained  program  now  in  grades  one  to  four  to 
a  levels  approach,  this  will  eliminate  a  teacher  having  a  group  so  large 
that  good  and  effective  teaching  would  be  difficult.  Students  with 
special  needs  as  well  as  those  who  are  capable  of  greater  progress  can 
both  benefit  under  the  levels  approach. 

The  format  of  the  Remedial  Reading  program  was  changed  this 
year  so  that  Mrs.  Merrow  could  concentrate  on  specific  problems  and 
not  just  have  the  children  coming  to  a  second  reading  class.  This  year, 
the  teachers  are  sending  students  with  a  specific  difficulty  to  remedial 
reading  and  emphasis  is  being  placed  on  correcting  this  problem.  The 
students  stay  in  the  program  until  they  have  mastered  this  skill  enough 
to  apply  it  in  their  own  classroom  situation.  The  teachers  feel  that  this 
is  working  out  better  and  is  more  helpful  to  their  students. 

Hopefully,  the  anticipated  changes  for  1971-1972  will  help  to 
deviate  the  crowded  conditions  until  a  building  program  is  underway.

The  following  paragraphs  constitute  my  report  as  Assistant  Super- 
intendent in  the  School  District  of  Litchfield,  New  Hampshire. 

The  most  significant  item  in  the  annual  budget  contines  to  be 
professional  salaries.  This  is,  as  it  should  be,  since  the  teacher  "per  se"  is 
the  heart  and  soul  of  the  instructional  program.  Without  teachers  there 
ceases  to  be  an  instructional  program  and  without  good  teachers  there 
will  not  be  good  instruction  regardless  of  the  equipment,  facilities  or 
supplies. 

In  order  to  accommodate  our  ever  increasing  student  body  and  to 
expand  our  educational  opportunity  we  found  it  necessary  during  the 
current  year  to  add  2  classroom  teachers  and  to  replace  one  teacher.  In 
addition  to  these  3  people  a  part  time  special  education  teacher  was 
hired  to  offer  at  least  minimal  services  to  those  youngsters  needing  this 
type  of  special  attention.  Following  is  a  list  of  the  new  personnel.

Another  change  in  personnel  assignment  has  been  change  in  the 
position  description  of  the  principal  from  that  of  a  part-time  teacher  to 
a  full  time  administrator-supervisor.  The  recent  Minimum  Standards  for 
New  Hampshire  Elementary  Schools,  as  adopted  by  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  require  a  full  time  principal  for  schools  of  300  or  more.  As 
we  anticipate  that  Litchfield  will  exceed  that  number  next  academic 
year  it  was  certainly  not  too  soon  to  take  that  important  step. 

As  a  full  time  administrator  the  principal  is  then  in  a  position  to 
work  with  his  staff,  school  board,  and  community  leaders  in  maintaining 
and  improving  the  quaHty  of  educational  instruction  and  facilities.  He 
will  also  have  the  opportunity  to  identify,  develop  and  organize  his 
human  and  material  resources  so  that  maximum  growth  and  learning 
may  take  place. 
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His  time  and  energy  can  be  devoted  to  such  responsibilities  as: 

.  Providing  opportunity  for  explanation  and  discussion  of  newly 
developed  curriculum  guides. 

.  Assisting  the  implementation  of  new  programs. 

.  Assuming  leadership  in  experimentation. 

.  Setting  up  a  plan  of  curriculum  study. 

.  Visiting  classrooms. 

.  Public  Relations. 

.  Planning. 

The  current  organizational  structure  of  the  Litchfield  School  is  in  the 
traditional  lock-step  graded  approach.  The  Litchfield  School  Board  is 
currently  giving  consideration  to  a  more  flexible  type  of  non-graded 
program  in  the  primary  grades.  This  approach  would  allow  the  Litchfield 
children  to  experience  continuous  progress  through  the  primary  grades 
without  concern  for  grade  barriers.  The  Litchfield  teachers  would  not  be 
inhibited  by  the  fear  of  exposing  particularly  able  children  to  the  material 
of  the  next  grade  nor  would  less  able  students  have  to  experience  the 
continual  frustration  of  defeat  in  their  everyday  school  experience.  To  the 
contrary,  children  would  be  allowed  to  progress  at  their  own  pace  with 
opportunities  for  frequent  success  and  the  overall  objective  of  developing 
each  youngster  to  his  maximum  potential.  We  highly  endorse  this  plan. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  thank  the  School  Board  and  yourself  for  your 
direction  and  guidance.  Mr.  Chaput  and  the  entire  school  staff  for  their 
unfailing  cooperation  and  finally  the  citizens  of  Litchfield  for  their 
committment  to  excellence  in  the  total  educational  program.

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SCHOOL  BOARD  REPORT 

To  the  Citizens  of  Litchfield: 

We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  the  entire  population  of 
Litchfield.  The  Parent-Teacher  Organization  has  done  many  things  to 
benefit  our  school.  Some  of  these  include  donating  money  for  class 
trips,  assisting  with  dances  and  parties  and  donating  books,  games  and 
records  for  recess  pleasure.  The  Grange  donated  their  hall  for  several 
dances  also. 

The  double  room  was  used  by  at  least  six  different  groups  last 
year.  Since  September  it  has  had  to  be  used  by  two  first  grade  classes  so 
this  has  eliminated  its  use  to  small  adult  groups  only.  The  townspeople 
could  see  the  need  for  a  large  room  suitable  for  meetings  as  much  as  the 
school  board  ddid.  The  school  has  used  this  double  room  for  educa- 
tional TV,  movies,  assemblies,  chorus  groups,  graduation,  dances,  parties, 
school  meetings,  school  board  meetings,  inside  physical  education  and 
for  inside  recess  periods. 

The  town  is  growing  constantly,  so  is  the  school  population.  It  has 
increased  steadily  and  we  plan  on  approximately  300  pupils  in  grades 
1-8  in  September.  Plus,  we  plan  on  over  110  pupils  in  high  school.  Our 
school  will  be  filled  beyond  capacity  by  September  so  planning  must  be 
done  immediately  for  the  school  year  1971-72  for  junior  high  pupils. 

Additions  of  two  to  our  teaching  staff  have  increased  it  to  twelve. 
This  year  we've  had  a  special  class  on  a  half-day  schedule.  This  has 
proven  beneficial  to  these  children  who  find  it  so  difficult  to  succeed  in 
the  average  class  of  thirty  pupils.  The  board  hopes  the  town  will  see  the 
need  and  hire  a  full-time  Special  Class  Teacher  for  next  year.  Also  we 
would  like  to  include  a  part-time  art  supervisor  to  bring  our  school  a 
little  closer  to  the  new  State  Standards  that  should  be  implemented  by 
1972. 

The  increases  in  the  school  budget  are  brought  about  by  two 
major  items.  The  first  is  the  tuition  for  high  school  students.  Due  to  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  high  school  students  and  the  higher  rate  at 
high  schools,  the  tuition  cost  will  be  approximately  nineteen  thousand 
dollars  more  than  last  year.  The  second  is  salary  increases  for  our 
teachers,  two  factors  enter  the  salary  increases  recommended  by  the 
school  board.  One,  they  are  warranted  by  performance  on  the  job  and 
secondly  they  are  dictated  by  the  cost  of  teacher  replacement  and 
surrounding  areas  higher  salary  scales. 
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Our  year  has  been  a  successful  year  and  busy  with  many  meetings, 
visitations  to  other  school  systems,  re  districting  and  organization  of 
Supervisory  Union  No.  27,  over  twenty  five  meetings  with  the  Budget 
Committee  and  regular  and  special  school  board  metetings.  Our  Area 
Study  Committee  and  Building  Committee  have  also  been  busy  with 
meetings  to  bring  in  proposals  for  further  expansion.  We  appreciate  their 
efforts. 

In  closing,  we  want  once  more  to  thank  everyone  concerned  for 
their  cooperation  and  consideration  in  the  past  year  and  hope  it  will 
continue  in  the  future  to  benefit  our  children,  school  and  community.

AREA  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

January  1971 

Contact  was  made  with  neighboring  districts  regarding  their  plans 
for  high  school  students.  Meetings  with  Pelham,  Windham,  Bedford, 
Merrimack,  Hudson,  Londonderry  and  Auburn  and  contact  with 
Manchester  have  resulted  in  the  following  options  for  Litchfield  High 
School  students: 

1.  Manchester  will  be  crowded  until  other  school  districts  sending 
tuition  students  build  their  own  high  schools.  Hooksett,  Candia  and 
Bedford  have  plans  for  the  near  future.  There  is  a  possibility  of  a 
long-term  agreement  with  Manchester  and  a  definite  offer  of  another 
five  (5)  year  contract  when  the  present  one  expires  in  June,  1972. 

2.  Pelham  is  planning  a  high  school  for  1974.  The  Windham  Study 
Committee  is  showing  some  intei^est  in  joining  with  Pelham  to  create  a 
regional  high  school.  Litchfield  was  included  in  the  study  for  projections 
conducted  for  Pelham  by  the  University  of  New  Hampshire.  Results  of 
the  study  are  not  available  for  this  report.  A  Regional  Planning  Board 
for  a  high  school  is  one  option  open  to  us. 

3.  Londonderry,  Litchfield  and  Auburn  formed  a  Regional 
Planning  Board  for  a  high  school  proposed  for  Londonderry  in 
September,  1972.  The  high  school  plans  have  been  deferred  until  1975 
and  the  Regional  Planning  Board  has  been  dissolved.  It  would  appear 
that  1975  is  too  late  to  help  us  meet  our  needs  for  high  school  unless 
an  interim  agreement  can  be  reached.  Four  (4)  possibiHties  have  been 
proposed:  1)  September  1971:  AREA  for  Grades  7  &  8.  2)  September 
1973:  AREA  starting  with  Grade  7  and  adding  a  grade  a  year  through 
high  school.  3)  September,  1973:  AREA  for  Grade  9  and  adding  a  grade 
a  year  through  high  school.  4)  September  1971:  Tuition  agreement  for 
Grade  7  and  8.  This  committee  does  not  recommend  tuitioning  of 
Litchfield's  Grades  7  and  8  to  Londonderry  at  this  time.  This  proposal 
had  been  seriously  considered  when  it  appeared  that  the  students  could 
continue  on  to  high  school  within  the  smae  system. 

4.  Nashua  is  overcrowded  now.  No  answers  have  been  received  to 
date  to  letters  of  inquiry,  but  it  appears  that  Nashua's  proposed  building 
plans  will  barely  accomodate  Nashua  students. 

5.  Bedford's  proposal  to  build  its  own  high  school  will  be  placed 
before  the  voters  this  year.  They  are  not  interested  in  any  type  of 
agreement  with  Litchfield  for  the  high  school. 
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6.  Merrimack  is  completing  the  last  phase  of  their  high  school  and 
could  accomodate  Litchfield  High  School  students  only  until  1974  on  a 
straight  tuition  basis. 

7.  Hudson  feels  that  if  they  build  to  meet  elementary  school 
needs  and  use  Memorial  School  as  a  Junior  High  they  will  not  have  to 
add  to  Alvirne  to  meet  their  high  school  requirements  if  they  phase  out 
the  tuition  students.  While  this  is  sound  planning  for  Hudson,  it  leaves 
Litchfield  out  on  a  limb. 

In  looking  ahead  to  next  year  when  Litchfield's  only  tuition 
contract  for  high  school  runs  out,  we  shall  continue  to  work  toward  a 
long  term  agreement  for  the  best  education  we  can  provide  for  our  high 
school  students. 

Since  the  growth  of  the  Litchfield  Elementary  School  is  demon- 
strating a  need  for  more  classroom  space  by  1972,  this  committee  is 
collaborating  with  the  Building  Committee  in  proposing  the  construction 
of  a  Junior  High  School  which  will  be  separate  from  the  present 
Elementary  School  building.  It  is  felt  that  this  is  the  most  efficient 
method  of  solving  this  educational  need  because: 

1.  It  ensures  that  our  high  school  students  will  enter  the  9th 
Grade  with  an  academic  background  comparable  to  that  of  other 
students. 

2.  It  provides  a  building  for  which  the  plans  are  already  complete, 
thus  allowing  for  growth  in  an  orderly  manner  at  least  expense. 

3.  It  plans  for  a  slightly  larger  expenditure  now  to  include 
electrical,  heating,  water,  sewerage  and  other  services  large  enough  to 
accommodate  the  future  expansion  without  added  expenses.  This  will 
provide  for  greater  future  savings,  which  is  one  of  the  major  goals  of 
planning.

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By  1980  we  will  more  than  double  our  present  enrollment 
regardless  which  rate  we  use.  Any  sudden  influx  such  as  has  been 
experienced  by  our  neighboring  communities  who  have  not  had  ade- 
quate planning  and  zoning  to  allow  for  orderly  growth  with  expanded 
services  will  put  a  burden  on  Litchfield  tax  payers.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

At  the  time  of  this  writing  the  Building  Committee  does  not  have 
enough  information  to  fully  inform  the  citizens  of  Litchfield  with  any 
definite  recommendations  as  to  the  needs  for  school  construction. 

However,  enough  information  is  available  to  indicate  that  by 
September  1972  our  present  school  building  will  be  inadequate  to  house 
our  students  even  with  the  basic  minimum  standards  of  education. 

We  are  therefore  in  the  process  of  determining  our  educational 
goals  with  the  assistance  of  the  AREA  Study  Committee  and  the  School 
Board.  We  are  also  in  the  process  of  securing  the  services  of  an  architect 
to  help  plan  our  building  needs  in  relation  to  our  educational  goals.  At 
the  present  time  we  are  working  on  a  ten-twenty  year  building  program 
which  could  be  "phased-in"  as  needed. 

The  acquisition  of  land  on  which  to  house  our  schools  is  another 
area  of  concern.  No  definite  findings  are  available  at  this  time. 

A  more  complete  report  should  be  forthcoming  within  the  next 
few  months  and  open  hearings  will  be  scheduled  for  the  townspeople  to 
discuss  the  recommendations  of  this  committee. 

Regular  meetings  are  held  at  7:30  P.M.  on  the  second  Wednesday 
of  each  month  and  any  interested  person  is  welcome  to  attend  and  share 
their  ideas  and  concerns.
